Hollywood—To say that Holly­ 
wood Is worried over the prevalent 
campaigns against its product is as 
much understatement as to declare 
that a few people recently have 
been unemployed.

But since the exhibitors convened 
here, and since church and club ac­ 
tivity ratified exhibitor statements 
on the need for “cleaning up,” there 
has been evidenced much keener 
producer interest in the matter. 
With virtually all camps agreed 
that something must be done, there 
are still various opinions in the 
trade on the effect of the anti- 
movie propaganda.

Another "Rebel?” 
Those who know the Virginia 
senator are emphatic in their de­ 
nials that his kicking over the 
traces on AAA means he is out of 
sympathy with Roosevelt’s policies, 
generally. As one expresses it: 
"Byrd has neither turned his back 
on the administration nor violated 
any pledge to support Roosevelt. It 
means simply that he is following 
the bent of his own mind. He has 
enjoyed wide experience in govern­ 
ment, is a deep student of econom­ 
ics, particularly insofar as they af­ 
fect agriculture.” 
His outspoken opposition already 
has forced the AAA “brain trusters” 
to give ground. Many believe that 
more concessions will be made be­ 
fore the battle is over. 


Mr. Roosevelt recently affection­ 
ately referred to Carter Glass as an 
"unreconstructed rebel.” It may be 
th at he will play the junior senator 
from Virginia in that same cate­ 
gory before the finish. 


British Airplanes 
May Hunt Pirates 


Chefoo, China, June 21 (AP)—The 
inaccessible swamplands of the Yel­ 
low river delta Tuesday night block­ 
ed efforts to rescue six Britons and 
one Japanese kidnapped by a gang 
of pirates from the British steamer 
Shuntien. 
Britsh authorities were consider­ 
ing sending airplanes from the air­ 


craft carrier Eagle at Weihalwei in 
search of the pirates if Chinese au­ 
thorities permit. 
The U. S. S. Pope and the mine­ 
layer Bittern, cooperating with Brit­ 
ish destroyers in scouring China’s 
pirate-infested waters, are not able 
to navigate the swamplands, accessi­ 
ble only to small boats. 
The ill-starred vessel, stripped of 
its valuables, 
arrived In Chefoo 
Tuesday afternoon. 
One officer of the craft was shot 
and gravely wounded in resisting 
the desperadoes who, after boarding 
the ship disguised as passengers, 
stormed the vessel Sunday night off 
the Yellow river and held her pas­ 
sengers at pistol point for twenty- 
fcur hours.
